T5 
the Italians belongs the credit for 
having won the first great victory of 
the campaign of 1918, and having 
made the great contribution to Al- 


lied morale of the current year. 

Hardly more than six months ago, 
an Italian collapse produced the 
gravest pessimism of the war. Now 
the Italians have redressed the bal- 
ance by winning a victory as im- 
portant for the Allied cause as Ver- 
dun; perhaps only a little leas im- 
portant than the Marne. 

It must be a matter of congratu- 
lation to all Italians that Italy, 
practically unalided—for Allied con- 
tingents in Venetia are slight——has 
redeemed the defeat of last year by 
a victory which, even in its present 
proportions, must count a the 
greatest battlefield achievement in 
the history of the Italian people. 
since their liberation. 

We have seen in this contest the 
Clear. shock of two great nations, 
Had the Austrians prevailed at the 
Piave, it may be questioned wheth- 
er northern Italy could have been 
defended, or Italy could have main- 
tained the struggle, and the col- 
lapse of Italy would infalliblvy have 
released Austrian divisions for 
service on the western front. In 
spirit and in strength, the Allies 
would have been put to it once 
more had Italy failed on the Piave. 

But, so far from failing, Italy ha« 
smashed the Austrian  oftensive 
The Austrian armies are retreating 
in something which much resem- 
bles a rout, and this great disaster 
has come at a time when the do- 
mestic condition of Austria has be- 
— acute almost beyond exagger- 
ation. 

To escape from domestic evtiis, 
Austria, under German impulse. 
staked all upon the possibility of 
achieving a foreign victory. Her 
failure has been complete and the 
reaction upon her home popula- 
tions must be enormous. 

It would be a mistake to assume 
that Italy has won an easy victory. 
All the accounts that we have of 
the battle of the Piave indicate that 
the Austrians fought with great 
courage; that their attack was made 
with skill; that they were supported 
by tremendous artillery, and that 
so far from being easily beaten, 
their preliminary gains were lar 
and, in one or two places, threate 
to be decisive. The first stage of 
the Austrian attack was unquestion- 
ably successful; the subsequent 
failure was due to the skill and 
the promptnets with which Italian 
reserves were handled, and to the 
state of training and morale of the 
Italian troops themselves. 

For Italy the battle of the Piave 
has at once the value which the 
battle of the Marne had for France. 
Te saves the fertile and highly in- 
dustrialized regions of the northern 
provinces of the Savoy kingdom. It 
removes the peril to Venice and the 
only lees immediate peril to Milan 
and Florence. It should definitely 
close the period of Austrian penetra- 
tion of Italian territory. 

SLIM POSSIBILITIES. 

There remains the possibility of 
the intervention of German reserves 
Rut these can only be used promptly 
on the narrow front of the Tren- 
tine hille, between the  Asiage 
plateau and Jaigo di Garda, where 
the Itallan line is most strongly 
held and the difficulties of attack 
ere greatest. Moreover, a victorious 
Italian army is bound to offer a 
far more formidable resistance than 
old the undermanned end disor- 
ganized forces responsible for the 
disaster of Caporetto last year. 

In their retreat from the Piave, 
if the Austrians are unable to stand 
on the east bank of the river, they 
will be threatened by no such peril 
ac hung over the Italians in the 
Arat stages of Caporetto last year. 
Possession dt the Alps covers the 
Hank of the beaten Austrians and 
they will be able to retire along 
lines of communication which will 
not be threatened by flank or rear 
attacks. The sole question will be 
whether the retreat degenerates in- 
to a flight, or whether, at the Piave, 
or the Tagliamento, or even at the 
Isonzo, the broken lines are re- 
organized and the front re-esteb- 
lished. The possibilities of the en- 
velopment and capture of any of 
the armies engaged is extremely un- 
likely. We must expect. at most 
consequences like those of the Marne 
rather than like those of Sedan. 

MORAL EFFECT VAST. 

Looking backward now te the 
anxiety and apprehension with 
which the Allied publics have re- 
garded the Itelian front for more 
than six months, recogniing the 
extent to which Allied confidence 
has been temporarily weakened by 
German successes on the west front, 
it is impossible to exaggerate the 
value of the contemporary Italian 
triumph, or to overestimate the 
contribution Italy has now made 
to the common cause. Whether 
Aust collapses in revolution of 
ret! to @ sullen and passive de- 
fensive, it is hardly too much ‘to 
believe that Austria has shot her 
bolt for the war, and that Germany 
will be left single-handed to face 
the great western powers in the 
decisive campaign of the war. 

The military value of the Italian 
success on the Piave is considerable 
locally, and bound to have influence 
on the other fronts. The politica) 
importance is tremendous and its 
effect in Vienna, in Sofia and Con- 
stantinople, as well as in Berlin, 
can hardly be overstated. A 
hunger offensive, conducted by one 
of the Central Powers, has resulted 
not in the conquest of food, but 
in the loss of a great battle. The

The fortifications measure, which 
now goes to the Senate, will provide 
funds to furnish the American 
army with artillery equipment. it 
a carries appropriations for 
aerial defenses and for ammunition 
for both home and overseas use. 

Nearly $2,000,000,000 of the 
money carried in the Sundry Civil 
Bill is for the building of ships to 
carry the troops and supplies to 
France, the number including 
ninety new troop ships. Included in 
the measure also are appropriations 
for the Food and Fuel administra- 
tions, the Committee on Public In- 
formation, and other war agencies. 

RECESS IN SIGHT. 


Leaders of both the Senate and 
the House were s0 encouraged by 
progress made tonight that ther 
hoped to bring about the midsum- 
mer recess sooner than they had 
planned and also expected to be able 
to extend the vacation time. In- 
Stead of remaining in session until 
about July 10 and returning after 
three weeks to receive the new 
revenue bill from the House Ways 
and Means Committee, some leaders 
tonight thought Congress might fin- 
ish pending business next week and 
have a recess of six weeks, until 
August 12. 

It was agreed informally that an 
effort would be made to pass all the 
appropriation bilis this week, leav- 
ing conference reports and miscel- 
laneous matters for final disposition 
either before or after 

uly 4. 

The Senate expected to vote on 
the army bill Wednesday or Thurs- 
day and then to take up the forti- 
fications measure, the other big 
war appropriation bill now pending. 

FOR DRAFT EXTENSION. 

When the Senate took up the army 
bill, Senator Fall of New Mexico, 
Republican, offered an amendment 
to the measure extending the army 
draft ages from 18 to 45 years. It 
went over until tomorrow without 
discussion. 

Presentation of the amendment is 
expected to bring to a vote at this 
session of Congress the question of 
extending the draft ages, which has 
been agitated recently. Provost- 
Marshal-General Crowder has told 
the Senate Military Committee that 
such extension was necessary to fur- 
nish the man power necessary in 
the war on Germany, and Secretary 
Baker has announced that he will 
offer no opposition if Congress de- 
cides to act at this time.

WHAT HE SAYS. 


The letter follows: 

“My dear Mr. Gallagher: I've 
been in jail a month now and you 
must admit that I've been a model 
prisoner. But lounging around «6 
jail counting off the days is enough, 
to give a man of my health and 
strength nervous prostration. 

“Do you think you conld assist me 
to secure my release, so I can join 
the navy? I am not a slacker at 
heart and never have been. The 
name of Phelan does not colncide 
with slacker. This whole affair was 
simply a family matter due to 
petty jealousy. I was perfectly in- 
nocent of any  wrong-doing. 

“My wife soon will become «a 
mother and I don't feel much Iike 
lounging in fall when I can be of 
some service to my country and my 
family. I want to get out and ficht. 
I'll join the navy at once and will 
he better pleased if they send me 
where I can get a good lick at a 
German. Believe me, Mr. Gallagher, 
T mean every word of this. I am too 
young and strong for this jai) busi- 
ness and I shall certainly give a 
good account of myself it you gei 
me out. 

“If T am a slacker I ought to re- 
main in jail for reason of safety, but 
I don’t belong to this class and I 
wish to prove it to you.” 

JAILER WILL HELP. 

Gallagher declared yesterday that 
Phelan had been a good prisoner 
and that, in view of the young man's 
sentiments, he would do everything 
ln his power to gain him liberty so 
that he could have his w'sh to join 
the navy gratified. 

“Phelan wants to fight and the 
country needs just such young men 
in the service. He is better in the 
navy than in jail,” said Mr. Gal- 
lagher. 

Phelan was committed to one vear 
imprisonment on May 22 by Federal 
Judge Trippet, following his con- 
viction on a charge of failing to reg- 
The case was prosecuted by 
United States Attorney 
The Phelan family owns 
ninety acres of valuable orange 
groves at Whittier. Phelan asserted 
he was born on May 13, 1886, and 
was therefore past the draft age. 
The government contended that he 
was born two months later and had 
not reached 31 when the first draft

CROP EXPECTED. 


Billion Bushels Likely, Says 
Food Administrator. 
Canners’ Sugar Certificates to 
be Distributed. 


Restriction of Use of Meat 


Asked of All. . 


Returning from a conference of 
Food Administrators of California, 
Oregon, Washington; Nevada, Wyom- 
ing, Arizona and Utah, held in San 
Francisco last week, Louis M. Cole, 
City Food Administrator, said yes- 
terday that there will be no radical 
changes in the present Food Ad- 
ministration rules. 

“From information given at the 
meeting, a bumper crop of wheat is 
expected this year.” he said. “This 
should not make us relax our efforts, 
however, in the conservation of 
wheat. Nobody is suffering under the 
present regulations, and it is im- 
perative that we have a reserve sup- 
ply. The wheat harvest is never cer- 
tam until it is in the grain eleva- 
tors, and while the 1918 crop is ex- 
pected to break all records, and 
reach a billion bushels, yet blights 
and other grain diseases may show 
up. 

“Sugar certificates for home can- 
ners will be distributed within a few 
days.

WOMEN’S WORK, 


WOMEN’S CLUBS. 


BY ADMA WHITAKER. 
Woman's City Clab. 

Monteville Flowers one of the 
four government speakers appoint- 
ed to speak officially on war mat- 
ters, proved so able and rousing in 
his address at the Woman's City 
Club yesterday that he received a 
stirring ovation at the close of his 
speech, for which the time had been 
prolonged half an hour by unani- 
mous request, and a mammoth 
meeting was arranged to take place 
at the First Methodist Church next 
Monday evening. This meeting will 
be under the auspices of the Wom- 
an’s City Club and is for the ex- 
press purpose of giving the men an 
opportunity of hearing this pecul- 
jarly ‘trenchant and well-informed 
speaker. 

Mr. Flowers theme was “Ths 
Case of Germany,” and that case 


has rarely been so graphically, in- 
formatively and eloquently pre- 
sented. The speaker told how the 
efficiency of Germany was peuliar- 
ly due to accuracy and concentra- 
tion. They get the facts, albeit 
their efficiency is based upon a false 
philosophy. Americans, he said, 
are excellent guessers, capable 
bluffers and particularly antaconis- 
tic to hearing or believing anything 
unpleasant. He reminded his hear- 
ers how this country had been told 
that because they were 80 good and 
| kind, they would never be attacked. 
But, he said. who but the 
goody little boy in the school yard 
gets all the annoyance? 

Speaking of the German fable 
philosophies, he classed them under 
three heads—the superman idea, 
the supremacy of the deity of the 
State, and absolute obedience. This 
obedience, he pointed out, was de- 
signed to relieve the individual ot 
all responsibility. If the private 
obeys his su r officer, he is not 
to blame. And each officer ‘s only 
responsible to the man above him, 
until authority finally reaches the 
supreme head, the Kaiser, who, 
having a special mandate from 
heaven, can do no wrong. Thus the 
medals found around the soldiers 
necks bear the inecription, ‘Strike 
him dead. The judgment day wil! 
ask no questions 

Mr. Flowers traced the German 
reasons for desiring war, the ma- 
terialistic philosophy by which they 
made a business of war. “They 
chose war as a method, their arme 
as a means,” he said, and ex- 
| plained the deliberate planning of 
two wars, one by land and one by 
sea, And in referring to Germany's 
miscaiculations by Which they had 
to fight both these wars at the sam 
time, he cited the condition which 
made it impossible for the 
mans to believe in the honor of 
gi “which has made the greatest 
sacrifice for the good of nations 
since Christ was nailed to the 
Cross,” or in the righteousness of 
France and Great Britain. who, all 
unprepared were willing to die 

rather than see humanity's highest 
principles forsaken. The Germans. 
he said, were inherent liars, they 
have lost the power to believe in the 
truth of the other fellow, a faci 
which its responsible for all their 
mistakes. He pointed out that Ger- 
many already has far more than 
she expected to get in conquered 
territory. 

Mr. Flowers traced the history of 
the British empire. the importance 
of sen power to the itsland nation, 
and the skillfully laid plans of the 
enemy to break this power send to 
vitimately dominate the world. He 
showed how England was always. 
even in peace, but thirty days from 
— — and of her two vulner- 
| able « in India and Egypt. 

In ALS of government, Mr. 
Flowers explained the extremes of 
wovernment and Vberty, ard the 
ideal by which the two are success 
fully merged. He «aid the question 
‘te often asked, are the German peo- 
ple a product of their government 
or the government the product of 
the 12 He declares unhesitat- 
ingly that the latter is correct——the 
German ideals are evinced in their 
government. they love ft, and they 
adore the Kaiser, and their dreams 
are of absolutiem. And he retterate4 
the remark of a Red Cross worker 
who had returned from France, w 
declared that our first and last 4 
is to kill Germans. 

Mr. Flowers told how the great 
revolutions have been in the cause 
of freedom, from Cromwell to the 
Americafi Revolution of 1775 
against the German king on the 
British throne— that firet bie revo- 
lution against an autocracy, 
when the great English statesman. 
William Pitt junhesitatingly sided 
with the American . revolutiontsts 
as did a majority .of the Euglish. 
when German mercenaries had to 
be hired to come over here tc fight 
the Americans. 

He told of the German revolution 
fm 1848. when 2,000,000 Germans 
fled to the United States whose 
descendants are now fighting with 
the Allies against the autocracy 
they left behind.
